Hundred-Year Plan 
\tjH O K V E K sends the next budget message 
' congress, recommending a financial plan 
the government In the fiscal year starting next 
July I. the gross public debt of the United States 
will be about IMO billion dollars. At the end of 
the war, it probably will have reached 300 billion 
dollars, or shout 93,200 for every man, woman and 
child, or 18,000 for the average family. 
The annual carrying charge on a debt of that 
magnitude 
would 
he approximately six 
billion 
dollars a year, even at the present average Inter­ 
est rate of less than 2 percent on government 
securities outstanding The gross debt at the end 
of 
September 
was 
approximately 
221 
billion, 
having Increased more than nine billion dollars 
ainee tbs beginning of the fiscal year last July. 
This Increase, amounting to a rate of 36 billion 
a year, lf maintained, represents roughly the 
amount of money spent by government over total 
receipts. 
The Association of American Railroad* has pro 
posed a hundred-year plan to retire the debt, 
which could be done at the rate of three billion 
a year by raising 964 SU for that purpose per year 
from every American through taxation 
It I* an 
engrossing Idea, because it reveals the magni­ 
tude of the financial burden which ha* resulted 
from deficit spending. A century would ouly be 
gin to be enough time for the Job. even lf It could 
be continued for IOO continuous years without In­ 
terruptions by war* or depressions. It required 
S3 year* to retire s public debt of sj million at 
the beginning of the 10th century, it required all 
the year* from the end of the Civil war to the 
beginning of World War I to reduce the debt from 
two and eighth-tenths billions to one billion, and 
from 1019 to 1929 to cu tit from 26 6 billion to 16 9 
billion under Republican administrations.
